f La Grande Duchosse de Gerolsteln™

Last evening, at the Academy of Music, Tos-
teo, Lagrifoul, Loduc, and Duchesne, in the
roles In which they are so familiar to Philadel-
phisns, reopened the court of La Grande
Duchesse, and wers recelved with unbounded
enthusiasm by & crowded house, They executed
their respective parts with all the reckless
encrgy which Offenbach demands at the hands
of bis true Interpreters, and the sudience
appeared to relish the performance as heartlly
as they did onthe eveving of February 11, when
the mimic court of Gerolsteln was first paraded
before 1t in this oity,

Beveral new faces appoared In the cast last
evening, Guffroy, who lock the parts of *'Frite'
and “Paris'’ laal senson, hns returned to France,
and bis place s now tuken by M, Decre, who
glves us uo ocoasion Lo regret the chapge, His
voice may not be as foll und strong ns that of
Guffroy, but he has stronger claims Lo the rank
of n vocalist, If he would but ourb himsell a
little, he would also deserve to stand before
Guffroy as an actor, for he happily lacks the
conrseness of his predecessor, and gave us Fritz"
without the vulgarity which was imparted to
the role by the other, M. Daron, who made his
first appearance w8 “‘Baron Groe,” is decldedly
the bestin thut role that we have yetseen, Ther®
ia bul little required of him In a vocal way, but
his etiquette was superbly ridieulous. M,
Benedic, whio has succeeded Mouler as ““No-
pomue,” Lhe, aide-de-camp, s an utler fallure,
as Is also M'lle Kose, who now appeara as
“Wanda," In place of Fleary Longechamp and
Felcourt. M’lle Lambele, who bas figared as
“La Grand Dochesso” bersell with great sewsdit
in the Southeru and Western cilies, appacded
ounly in the ehorus and in the unimportas part
of “Amclia,” but she sang the aria A Lettre
Adoree” with great gkill, and showed herself to
be superior to Tostee as & vocullst, We arc at &
loss to concelve why she was not entrusted with
the role of ' Wanda.” Perbiaps in La Bel'e Helen
ghe will be given a fair opportunity as “Orestes”
%o display her powers. La Grande Duchesse
will be repeated this evening, and the restof the
week will be devoted to La Belle He ene.

The ““Lancashire Lnss

The drama of the Lancashire Lass has now
been running for over n week,bo'h atthe Chesnut
and Arch Street Thentres, aud as the sctors have
become acoustomed (o their parte, and all
things work smoothly, a comparison of the
respective merits of the two performances will
not be out of place, especiully as the interest in
the piece appears to be undimioished. The
verslons of the drama, from whatever source
they may have been derived, appear to be iden-
tical in every respect, except that the mansge~
ment of the Chesnut have added n few explans
tory lines to clear up some donbl’
ful poluis, and sull forther improvements
In the same line might casily be made. Both
versions are put upon the stage in tolerably
good style, and in the new pieces of scenery
there is not & great deal of diference, The first
scene in the second act, representing “Red-
burn’s'’ office, Is better at the Arch, as an oflice
is indlcnted, whereas at the Chesnut we have o
very ornate drawing-room looking afuir, that
appears a little out of character for the head-
quarters of & poverty-stricken adventurer such
as “Redbarn” is described as being, The tri
angular arrapgement of “‘Fapuny Danville's
boudoir, in tue second act. at the Arch, is novel,
and a preflerence between Itand the handsomely
furnished spartment at the Chesnut is much a
matter of individual rasie. The pier scens, in
the third act, which is one of the principal
features in the plece, Is rather more arlistic at
the Chesnut, sod the mavagement of that
theatre bave added to tLe attractions of the
Aunstralian sheep farmo in the lustuct by intro.
ducing u live horse and & number of accessories
which tend to complete the picture,

With regard to the acting, more skill is shown
at the Arch io producing an effective climux at
the end of each act, the mansgement ol hut
theatre baving 1n that respact the advantage of
a thoroughly organized compsuy, accustomed
to work together, apd understanding ouch
other's capabilitics exactly, With a little cuve
and attention considerable improvement eonld
be effected in this particalac a8 the Che:nut
and the perlormance be mude to pass off with
more spirit,. As the *“Party by the Nawme ol
Jobhnson," "Mr. Burton HiH “makes up” lor the
characier iv betler style than Mr, J, B, Swadley,
but the uttersnce of the last-named gentleman
18 more distinet, snd couscquently more agree
sble, Mr. Studley, too, has the wagabond,
slouching galt and cunuing leer which are
appropriste to the part in grester perfection
than Mr. Hill, apd his geversl conception of the
character 18, we think, rather better, although
Mr. Hill makes the scene in the secoud act,
where “‘Johuson” denouvuves “‘M:, Daoville!
more jmpressive, snd o this be is alded tou
great extent by the other actors, who appear
upon the scene just at the right moment to
produce the most thrilhog effect, Miss Heon-
rietta Irving has some porsonal advaniages over
Mre, Drew in the purt of “Ruth Kirby," but so
fur a8 the actiug 19 concerned Lthe jepresentative
of the character at the Chesnul is decldedly
at & disndvantage, BMiss lrving 18 grace
ful and unatural, bot Mre. Drew acts
the purt vot only gracetully but wilh a rea)
force aud emphasis that develops all its capa.
bilities, Mise liviog, too, is aitired in too
hapdeome a style when she appears as the
governess or compavion of “Fauny Danville”
jn the second act, and her rich, lnce-trimmed
dress is somewhat ont of character in a depen+
dant, Mre: Drew, with beller tasle, assumes a
piain grey #1lk dress in this ecene. Mr E, L
Tilton, who sustains the partof “Hobert Red-
bury” at the Chesnat, cannot be put in com-
pacison with Mr. Everly, who gives a reully
artistic representution of this charaeter a
the Arch. *“*Redburn” is & conventional
stage  villwin, but in the bands of
an able setor an individuality can be given
tothe chavacter which raizes 1t above the con.

ventionsl. Mr. Everly endeavors lo portray
SRedburn's” villiiny in 8ll proper fntensity;
but Mr. Tilton does nothing of the kind; he
speaks his lines off by rot#; und makes very
Nitile effort to act the character at all, In “Kate
Garstoue” Miss Lizzle Price bas o part not alto-
gether suited to bey, and elthough her concep
tion Is 1 wood one, she somewhal exaggerates
those purta which would be more effective il re-
reprosented with less effurt, We llke Signora
Carfunns  aoting in this pert rather better

thun Mise Pred's 0 the first  scene,

but’in the seoond seene of the first sot, where

CEats" indoces “Huth” to write the Jetter con-

seoting 1o elope with “Redborn,” and m the
scute im thie third acl, where “Eate” mests

“Ned Clayton” and “Joliuson” 1n the stresls of

Liverpool, and witnesses the attempted murder
of the latter by “Mr. Danville,” Miss Price
carrios off the palm, Mr, E, F, Thorne at the
Chesnut represents “Ned Olayton” as a some*
whal brusque, plain-spoken, snd uneducated
mechanie, and in this he Is correct. Mr. Thorne
fcts this part much better than Mr. James atthe
Arch. We aleo like the “Spotty" of Mr. J. T. Ward
betler than Mr, Cralp’s personation. Mr. Ward
docs not sttempt any comic efforts except in a
pertectly legitimats way, and he gives the pect-
lar cockney dialect perfeotly, snd without any
spparent effort to make it merely funny, We
are glad to =ee that Mr. Creig has dispensed
with the pigglsh song which he introdoced
when the drema was first performed, Such a
pleee of vulgarity should uever bave been per-
mitted on the stage of any respectable theatre.
Mr, Jenuings at the Chesvut, and Mr. Hemple
at the Arch, not the partof “Jellick" yery differ-
cntly, and we are romewhat at 8 loss which
to prefer, Mr, Hemplo has more unclion,
but he is also to = great exe-
tent conventiona!, and he represents
the part much in the same way that he does
many others, Although somewhatlof & carloa-
ture, Mr. Jennings' *Jelllek" 1s more artistic
than Mr. Hemple's, although, poerhaps, not
quite so entertaining. Mr. Roberts at the Ches-
nut and Mr, Wallis st the Arch are both good
in the small part of “Farmer Kirby;" but in the
scene where “*Ruth’s” letter is read, Mr. Roberts
shows a tragle power that Mr., Wallis does not
equal. We are pleased to pec that Miss Bezgje
Sudlow, who sustains the part of “Faony Dan-
ville at the Chesnut, no longer affects a
“Grecian bend,” This young lady and Mrea.
Creese, at the Arch, both play the minor role
assigned them very ulcely,
Forrest as “Richelien.'

Mr.Edwin Forrest commenced ao engagement
of W performances at the Walnut tast even-
ing, aad appeaved as “Richellen” in Bulwer's
drama. Mr, Porrest’s personations have been
criticized so often azd so closely, and the play-
golpg public are s estively familiar with his
merits as well as his defects, that we would be
doing no service to our yeaders to repeat what
has been sand time and againg for there is littie
to be sald on this subject that would have the
charm ol originality. Mr. Forrest's “Richellen”
is, f we perhaps except his “Lear,” Lis finest
personation, in our opinion; and while he is
wore subdued In his manuer than he was gome
years ago, hizs acting lozes nothing of the gran-
deur aod power that have always distin-
guished it,
